“The duty of the hour is to stand by

in the war. To demand this is not un- 
reastdnable. Germany must not get the 
impression that the people of this coun- 
try are not back of our Government in 
this war, and. that impression is likely 


‘to be made in other nations if the people 


do not stand by the President’s party in 
the approaching election. 
Quotes Colonel Roosevelt. 

‘““In 1898 this country was at war with 
old, decrepit Spain. In the Fall of that 
year Colonel Roosevelt was a candidate 
for Governor of New York. In one of 
his ‘speeches he said: ‘ Remember that 
whether you will or not, your votes 
this year will be viewed by the nations 
_of Hurope from one standpvint. only. 
They will draw no fine distinctions. A 
refusal to sustain the President this 
year will, in their eyes, be read as a 
refusal to sustain the war, and to sus- 
tain’ the efforts of our Peace Commis- 
sion to secure the fruits of the war. 


. Buch a refusal may not inconceivably 


bring about a rupture of.the peace ne- 
gotiations. It will give heart to our de- 
feated antagonists; it will *make possi- 
ble the interference of those doubtful 
‘neutral nations, who, in this struggle, 
have wished us ill.’ 

‘“So, as the failure of voters to sup-

AMERICANS PROBABLY. SAFE 


aaideeds Beininds for Daclara- 
tion of War Expected. 


WASHINGTON, June 19.—Attack . by 
Turkish troops on s American Con- 
sulate at Tabriz, Persia, and the,looting 
of an American missionary hospital’ in 
that city, reported to the State’ Depart 
ment today, was believed in some quar- 
ters here to presage the long expected 
declaration of war between the United 
States.and the Ottoman Empire. 

Diplomatic relations between the two 
Governments have been suspended since 
April 20, 1917, when Turkey withdrew 
Abdul Hak Hussein Bey, who had been 
acting as Chargé of the Turkish Em- 
passy here since ‘the compulsory: m®- 
tirement of tne regular Ambassador, 
which followed his. open criticism of the 
United ‘States Government. - Necesga- 
rily American Ambassador Morgenthau 
was obliged to leave Constantinople, 


and since, that time the relations be- 
tween the two Governments have been 
just short.of actual formial‘enmity. 

Recently there have beert vigorous ‘de- 
mands in Congress for a declaration of 
a state of war between the United 
States - and ~Turkey. and ’ Bulgaria, but 
President Wilson and the State Depart- 
ment have ‘not regarded this step: as 
necessary or desirable, since there has 
been no actual collision between Ameri- 
can and Turkish or Bulgarian troops. 

On!‘ the face of the reports from Amer- 
ican' Minister Caldwell at Teheran, offi- 
cilals were inclined. to. believe that the 
sacking of the American . Hospital, a 
Presbyterian institution, over the pro- 
test of the Spanish -Consul -in» charge, 
as representative of American interests, 
furnished the necessary provocation for 
open hostilities ‘between ‘America and 
Turkey. 

The advices, however, were meagre, 
and the Minister explained that he was 
only transmitting reports of matters not 
of his own knowledge. In view. of this, 
it was realized that later reports might 
show that the offenses were not as 
grave as now represented. . ¥ 

Americans Probably Gone. 

American doctors and hurses who had 
been stationed in the hospital were be- 
Heved to have left Tabriz before the 
Turkish troops arrived... Gordon Pad- 
dock, the American Consul in that city, 


‘he -and .all of -the Americans and: the 
British were prepared to leave the city; 
before the. advancing ‘Turkish army, con- 
sequently it. was not believed that 
Americans actually were molested.

WITH THE FRENCH ARMIES, 
‘Wednesday, June 19.—At the un- 
usual if not unprecedented hour of 
9 o'clock last night, the first Gerfnan 
Army, . under command of . General 
Fritz von Below, made a frontal at- 
tack upon thé salient ‘ef which the 
ruined city of Rheims forms the head. 
There was the now regular bombard- 
ment of ‘shot and a volume of gas, 
smoke, and explosive shells, and then

Notwithstanding the difficulties of 
night. combats, the Germans. were re- 
“‘peatedly and everywhere -repulsed 
with very heavy losses. Perhaps the 
hardest struggle was on the two 
wings, the enemy hoping so to: pinch 
the -roads of access to the salient that 
streét fighting would be avoided. This 
remarkable French success would have 
been impossible but for the command- 
ing positions ‘they enjoy. along the 
circle of hills to the west and south, 
and even if at still greater cost Rheims 
should ‘be taken, these positions will 
remain ‘a sufficient barrier to any ad- 
vance of military value. 


Germans Used Shock Troeps. 

WITH THE FRENCH ARMY, June 
19, (Associated Press.)—Large units 
of German shock troops which had 
been concentrated on the western side 
of Rheims, between. Vrigny and 
Ormes, went over to assault last 
night, but were met with such an 
awful fire from the French defense 
that - they were unable to make the 
slightest progress. 

They suffered such losses, after try- 

ing time «after time to reach the 
French positions, that-only a few of 
the attackers were able to return to 
their own lines. 
’ The attack on Rheims was executed 
by four separate columns of troops. 
‘The first, converging on  Zouaves’ 
Wood,,. northeast of Sillery, obtained 
a momentary foothold in the French 
lines, but was immediately ejected, 
with heavy losses. 

The second debouched near the ar- 
tillery range ‘eastward of Rheims, but 
it did not even reach the allied posi- 
tions. 

The third column tried to reach the 
Constantine Farm and proceed in the 
direction of Haubette, west of 
Rheims; but was unsuccessful, while 
the fourth operated between Vrigny 
and Ormes, bearing chiefly toward 
the last named village, but equally 
‘without result. 

The counterbattery work of the 
Freneh gunners upset: all the Ger- 
man plans, their shells doing great 
execution among the enemy. Enemy 
concentrations in the vicinity of Jan- 
vry were waiting to enter the combat 
in: ‘the event of the: first onslaught 
succeeding. 

When the Germans launched their 
attack in full force on Rheims their 
intention. was. to deal a heavy coun- 
terblow -to compensate for their fail- 
ure to capture Compiégne. Forty 
thousand troops, participated in the 
assault along the front extending 
from Vrigny Plateau to Sillery, with 
orders to carry the city at all costs. 
They met with dismal defeat. 

At every! point they were repulsed 
with heavy losses. In a most gallant 
manner the French troops prevented

WAR CORRESPONDENTS’ HEAD- 
QUARTERS, Wédntiday,’ June 19.— 
It is raining; tnday out here in short, 
sharp showers, &nd there are low 
clouds which:seem to promise a steady 
rain. That has a military importance 
apart from the need of moisture for 
the crops that’ are becoming parched 
after many weeks of dry and brilliant 
weather. 

Last year in Flanders the rain, that 
began in August and hardly ceased 
until the end of November, created 
such fowl conditions for the British 
troops that rapid progress in attack 
was utterly impossible, in spite of 
courage and will-power reaching to 
the very heights of human nature. 
That was the British tragedy and Ger- 
man luck. Now, for the great of- 
fensive in the west the enemy has 
again been favored by the weather. 
All through ‘February and March, 
when the German armies were mass- 
ing..and making. secret. preparations 
for the assault on our line, the days 
and nights were dry.and mild, the 
ground firm, the roads good, and all 
conditions favorable for the movement 
of men and guns. It has lasted like 
that ever since, with hardly a break, 
and ‘the splendor of. the last two 
months has given the enemy all the 
advantage for~ his plans and organi- 
zation of attack. 

Now, more than -ever, rain’ would 
be in the Allies’ favor. Lots of rain 
churning up the old mud of Flanders 
again, filling up bogs and swamps, 
brimming over shell craters and clog- 
ging. guns in their pits. During the 
next two months, when the Germans 
must make their last effort to break 
through the allied armies on the west- 
ern front,. while they still hold the 
initiative, which - will. slip. from .them 
before the year is out if they do. not 
win now, foul weather will help in 
the defense and thwart some of their 
purpose. §o hey for mud and rain 
and all the beastliness of the Flanders 
bogs, and all. the slime and filth of 
the old Somme battlefields, which are 
now the assembly grounds and. dump- 
ing places and gun positions of the 
enemy. May they be as bad as they 
were when the British were knee-deep 
in them. So does the stress of war 
make one ‘wish for Winter in Sum- 
mer and other, things not written in 
the book of nature. 

Meanwhile it has been fair and 
pleasant in France during this time 
between battles, and one forgets some 
of the grimmer side of the business 
when one sees the British in the 
camps behind the lines under the full 
follagé of the trees or watering their 
horses by streams where many flow- 
ers grow in the tall grass or taking a 
rest on.a march’ in the forests, where 
the sunlight is glinting down the 
glades. <

ITALIAN ZONE OF WAR, 
Wednesday, June 19.— Baffled in 
his larger hope of a vast encircling

The railroad running 
thence toward Montebelluna. is hid- 
den under a litter of dead bodies for 
a length of several kilometers.- The 
haul of prisoners has risen from 
6,000 to 9,000, General Diaz an- 
nounced last night—an almost 
unique fact in an offensive of this 
nature and undoubtedly the fruit of 
Italy’s immediate readiness for an 
energetic reaction. 

Stupendous acts of heroism are 
recorded. Gunners of an Alpine 
regiment stationed at the foot of 
Montello Hill, after being twice 
driven from their batteries, united 
themselves to some storm troops, 
fought the foe in a’ hand-tdé-hand 
encounter with daggers, and, recov- 
ering’ the »cannon, readjusted the 
breech-blocks which they had taken 
away. with them, and then fired 
point-blank into the adversary’s 
ranks. 

“At Fagare. two Hungarian bat- 
talions were annihilated amid. the 
ruins of houses» where they had 
taken refuge. At Candelu an enemy 
machine-gun corps, which had 
transformed the village into a fort, 
were ‘killed by Italian mountain ar- 
tillery,-and in the neighboring sec- 
tor of Salettuol the 3d Austrian 
Division lost. 60..per cent. of its ef- 
fectiveness. 

Many of the prisoners at the mo- 
ment of capture present the appear- 
ance of Bedouins, being clad merely 
in tattered shirts, with their rifles 
slung over their shoulders and a 
dagger in’ their hand. Nearly all 
carried posteard. maps marking out 
their journey, with a program in- 
scribed: “June 15, halt at Treviso. 
June 16, occupation of Venice.” 
They also carried little packets of 
money coupons printed in. Italian 
for spending ‘in these cities.

BIG REVOLT IN KIEV 
AGAINST GERMANS 


40,000 Peasants Fighting in the 
Streets of. the Ukrain- 
ian Capital. 


RESISTANCE SPREADS FAST 
Rising in the Poltava and 


Tchernigov Districts—Ar- 
tillery Stores Destroyed. 


LONDON, June 19.—A great tevolt! ‘i 


has ‘begun at Kiev, according to an in- 
tercepted wireless message transmitted 
from Moscow to the Exchange Tele- 
graph Company. - 
Artillery stores have been exploded 
and there is continuous street fighting. 


The revolt 1s spreading to the Poltava 
and Tcbernigovy districts. 

Forty thousand peasants, armed and 
organized, are participating in the re- 
volt. 


There have been several revolting fac- 
tions at. Kiev ever. since the delegates 
of the Ukraine Rada signed a separate 
peace with the representatives of the 
Central: Powers at Brest-Litovsk on 
Feb. 4). 

First, Bolshevist agents stirred up 
trouble by having the tenant peasantry 
adopt the program of an equal distti- 
bution of land.. The: Rada, which prin- 
cipally represented the land. owners, 
merchants, and capitalists, called in the 
Germans to restore order. Among other 
officials who were sent were Field 
Marshal von BHichhorn, as the military 
commander, and Baron Mumm von 
Schwartzenstein; as Ambassador. 

The Bolshevist revolt was put down. 
Then, when it was discovered that the 
Germans commandeered rather than 
purchased the supplies made possible 
of acquisition by the peace treaty, the. 
Government itself turned upon the Ger- 
mans and. fomented. demonstrations 
among the Ruthenian: peasantry, who 
had flocked to the city. to obtain seed 
and farm supplies and implements. The 
last had been promised by the Ger- 
mans, but were not forthcoming. 

It would seem that the present revolt 
is caused by these peasants in.an at- 


for themselves. That they are more or 
less acting under the influence of the 
Government is shown by the fact that a 
few weeks ago the new Ukrainian 


Berlin, declared t it would resign 
unless Bichhorn. and . Schwartzenstecin 
were recalled. 

On the other hand, the German press 
has been accusing the Ruthenians of 
having obtained peace under false pre- 
tenses—as the promised supplies, par- 
ticularly grain, had not materialized. 
As the season is now far advanced and 
there has been little planting, the situa- 
tion has become desperate. Eichhorn’s 
attempt to organize agriculture on a 
military basis is said to have proved a 
complete failure.

HUNGRY AUSTRIANS

Austria’ ‘are rapidly approaching the 
breaking point. 

The Vienna City Council, according 
to a dispatch received here, passed a 
resolution yesterday protesting against 
the reduction of the bread ration. The 
resolution » demanded - that’: the. ration 
be “increased ‘at the. earliest possible 
moment and that in the mearitime other 
foodstuffs -be usedto replace the re- 
duction in the quantity of bread. 

The Vienna Labor Council, after con- 
ferring for many hours on the same 
subject, passed- a resolution renewing 
its demands for the “ speediest gen- 
eral peace, notwithstanding the great 
obstacles at present in the -way of 
peace endeavors.’ This resolution said 
that it was apparent that-no improve- 
ment in the food conditions in Austria 
was possible while the war: continued. 

A decree was issued at Vienna today 
regulating the management of the new 
harvest, as has already been done in 
Germany and Hungary, strictly in ac- 
cordance with the State needs. 

The, decree is necessitated by the fact 
that , Austria enters the new harvest year 
without any stocks whatever. It pro- 
vides for the appointment. of special-dis- 
trict commissions to collect the harvest, 
and the authorities are empowered to 
speedup thrashing. 

Appeal for German Help. 

According to the Cologne tte’s 
Vienna correspondent, » Burgomaster 
Weisskirchner yesterday reported-to the 
municipal leaders that a. conference 
which Premier von Seidler had with 
Food Minister Paul was without result, 
whereupon the municipal authorities de- 
manded that the. Government should 
enter into fresh negotiations with Hun- 
gary, and Germany for the purpose of 


pobtaining assistance in the way of pota- 


toes, if not flour. The Municipal Coun- 
cil, on the Burgomaster’s motion, 
adopted a resolution appealing to Ger- 
many, Hungary, and Bavaria for im- 
ports $f old potatoes. 

Premier von Seidler told. a Socialist 
deputation that everything possible had 
been done to obtain supplies. He hoped 
that the period of short rations. would 
be. brief and he’ thought that Germany 
would furnish certain consignments, 
According to’a Berlin semi-official news 
agency, a supply of grain or’ ‘bread from 
German’stocks ig impossible. 

A Berlin dispatch to the Cologne 
Gazette says authoritatively that there 
ig no question of nonfulfillment’ of Ger- 
man obligations to supply grain to Aus- 
tria, because Germany has not been in 
a pesition to forward such supplies. 
Owing “to unforeseen difficulties, the 
promises to Austria as regards. Ukraine 
grain have not been fulfilled in recent 
weeks. In this matter, the paper ex- 
plains, Germeny was not to blame, 
having ‘met. Austria in a most ‘generous

ican soldiers it is all a new ‘and 
wonderful adventure, and those who 
are stale to this aspect of things find 
a new interest in these familiar sur- 
roundings because of the novelty of it 
all to the newcomers.

-ThH6 look of 
the French village, the first sight of a 
strafed town, the little ways of the 
French peasants, and the broken 
English of the French children are 
novel and amusing and they: find huge 
entertainment in every incident of the 
day, as the British armies did in.the 
Summer of 1914. 

I saw an American soldier yesterday 
squatting at the roadside with his back 
to a wall and a Freneh child by his 
side.

LONDON, Wednesday, June 19.—It. is 
. now possible to*apprcciate with some 
accuracy the extent of the Austrian yef- 
fort and what it has achieved. The “at- 
tack on June 15 was made by three 
armies, one under von Wurm, on the 
lower Piave, another under Archduke 
Joseph, on the Montello sector, and the 
third under von Scheuchtenstuel, in the 
mountains. 

Attempts were made to drive, home 
attacks across the Piave on a front of 
seven miles, extending from Capo Sile, 
a ttle village * {mntediately to the north 
of the Venetian lagoons, to Fossalta, 
the axis of attack ‘being along the rail- 
way to Mestre. This effort has s6 far 
yielded the capture of Capo Sile, which 
lay: immediately behind the Italian front 
line, and is surrounded by marshes, .so 
that further progress here should be 
matter of great difficulty for the enemy, 
and an advance along the Mestre rail- 

_ way to a maximum depth of three miles 
ona front of four miles as far jas the 
Foxsalta Canal. 

The remaining attack on the Lower 
Piave appears to have been made on a 
ten-mile front, mainly to the north of 
the Treviso Railway, and has so far 
failed almost completely, since the Aus- 
trians have only succeeded here in es- 
tablishing two small bridgeheads on the 
right ‘bank of the river near Candelu 
‘and Maserada. 

Archduke Joseph's attack against the 
Montelio seems'to have: been made si- 
multaneously against the northern and 
eastern faces of the ridge on a front of 
about! ten miles. The attack on the 
northern ‘face has failed, but on™ the 
éastern face the Austrians have crossed 
the river on a front of six miles, and 
pushed their acvance about two and a 
half mitles forward toward the ‘main 
crest, from which they are still three 
miles away. 

The mountain attach un a front of 
twenty miles has failed ‘to yield any ap- 
preciable result whatever. 

The total front on which the attack 
‘was actually pushed- home was there- 
fore not mucij. less than fifty miles in 
extent, and in these efforts the enemy 
has engaged about thirty-three divisions 
out of 4 total of some sixty on the whole 
Ttalian front.

Good relations with 
other countries, he said, were still 
maintained and plans were on foot to 
resume normal dipiomatie intercourse. 

Queen Marie, who has opposed the 
peace treaty, did not appear at the 
opening of Parliament and the dipto- 
matic corps was not invited to attend.

The entire 1917 harvest 
from these sources had been distributed 
and consumed, the Minister stated, and 
the Rumanian harvest had also been 
used up, bringing the entire process of 
replenishment to a full stop, the Gov- 
ernment therefore being obliged to re- 
duce the ration.

June 19.—Louis Puech, one of 
the group’of French Deputies who are 
considering the defense of Paris, makes 
the frank r endation in today’s 
Matin that a partial precautionary evac- 
uation of the city be begun now. — 

“We have so often lacked foresight,”’ 
he: says, ‘‘in the course of. the war and 
should not again expose vurselves to the 
accusation of not taking precaution 
against the most remote perils.’’ 

The Deputies have no fear of the 
Germans ever actually reaching Paris, 
but they have the possibility of bom- 
bardment’ in mind in their_daily de- 
liberations. : 

‘The cannonading,” says.M. Puech, 
“may bring us continuous surprises. 
It is not impossible that the range of 
guns will be materially increased. Paris 
and its suburbs under daily‘fire would 
become uninhabitable. 

There is no doubt of panic should an 
agglomeration of 5,000,000 be so situ- 
ated, to say nothing of the destruction 
of property. It is necessary to seek 
the best means to avoid at any cost 
such a double catastrophe. Let us take 
people away. There aré in Paris ‘old 
people, children, refugees, sick, in- 
numerable ‘citizens who have no occu- 
pation or duties to retain them here. 
The advantage of their evacuation now 
is self-evident. 

‘‘If Paris becomes a point of intensive 
bombardment the exodus will be gen- 
eral and the means of transport limited. 
By the most rapid methods we cannot 
evacuate more than 150,000 a day. .Why 
risk panic and. disorder by “delay? ..It 
would be better now to afford~ free 
transportation to all who have no means 
of going, and thus move 50,000 a day 
in good order. 

‘‘ But these are only precautions in 
case of new circumstances arising. The 
public fully understands. Normal life 
in Paris has not been disturbed.’”’ 

Meantime, Paris is catching up on 
lost sleep, because, despite the fact that 
the moon is nearing full, misty nights 
and frequent showers. have kept air- 
plane raiders away for several nights 
and several days. ® 





Public Does Not Fear. Bombardment. 


PARIS, June 19.—News of the Aus- 
trian repulse on the Italian front, the 
comparative quiet on the French and 
British lines, silence on the part of the 
long-range guns for six days, and the 
inability of the GothaS to cross the ter- 
rific defensive barrage 11 their last 
three attempts to reach Paris, only one 
German having succeeded- in flying 
over the city, have caused the tenge 
nerves of Paris to relax. The city~has 
assumed an appearance nearer that of 
before the war than at any time since 
the opening of hostilities. 

With the Germans fifty. miles from 
Paris, the chief topic of conversation is 
the victorious stand the Italian armies 
are making and their successful coun- 
terattacks, which cause keen delight 
here. : 

The axnauncements in Swiss news- 
papers, attributed to the inspiration of 
the German General Staff, predicting 
that ParisS will be subjected to an in- 
tense bombardmeht within a few days, 
are m2eting with cynical comment un- 
tinged by any touch of perturbation. 

‘“‘The Germans have as much chance 
to enter Paris as I have to occupy du 
Barry’s apartments or the Palace at 
Versailles,"”’ was the remark of a girl 
worker, given as an indication of the 
temper of the rank and file 

‘‘ But if the Germans should get with- 
in borrbarding distance of Paris, and 
shell the city, would you go?” the 
young woman was asked. 

** Yes; go to work as usual,” she re- 
plied. 

The Germans have attempted fourteen 
air raids upon Paris since Jan 31, but 
only twenty-two of the more than 300 
machines which took part ih them have 
succeeded in flying over the. city, ac- 
cording to a record of the enemy ef- 
forts published in the Excelsicr _this 
morning. 

The newspaper comments upon the ef- 
fectiveness of the aerial defenses of 
Paris thus indicated. Nine of the twen- 
ty-two machines which penetrated the 
barrier, it adds, were brought down 
by the French defenders of the capital. 


FOUGHT FOR TWO HOURS 
WITH U-BOAT RAIDER 


American Ship Reported in Bat- 
tle Off Virginia Coast—Es- 
caped Two Torpedoes. 


AN ATLANTIC PORT, June 19.—Re- 
ports of a running fight of two hours 
between an Amefican steamship and a 
German submarine off the. Virginia 
coast last Monday night were brought 
here today: by an incoming vessel, 
which received them by wireless. The 
American vessel was undamaged, and it 
reported that its observers were unable 
to determine’ whether any shot had 
struck the U-boat. . 

‘The submarine was said to have 
opened fire at a distance of half a mile 
and, the naval guard qn the American 
vessel returned it: .The American ves- 
sel, the reports said, refused radio of- 
fers of assistance. She finally escaped, 
although the U-boat was said to have 
launched two torpedoes, during the 
battle.

The. loss’ of 
Rheims’ itself .would not. be. alarming 
from a military point of view, as. the 
city has been under fire for so long thar 
it has ceased to have any military 
value. : 

On the Italian front matters are also 
making satisfactory progress, and the 
indicatigns | are multiplying that the.Aus- 
trians are, doomed to. suffer._a severe 
defeat. The fighting is not yet. over, 
it is true.. At the ‘time the attack 
was launched, ‘the Austrians had un- 
doubtédly prepared for an offensive to 
last for some time. They had mus- 
tered their maximum strength in men 
and guns and launched the attack with 
completeness and thoroughness, The 
best they have and the most of it have 
been used prodigally and are still being 
thrown into the fight. This has not 
caused any rupture in the Italian, lines, 
and there is not. the slightest indication 
that it will. As.a matter of fact, such 
a thine has now become practically .im- 
possible. It must come in fhe opening 
attack or not at all.. Therefore the 
fighting. has settled down to a series 
of pitched battles of great’ intensity, 
battles in which numbers are the most 
Prominent element.

The 
Italian front is compact, “fea by excel- 
lent supply lines, with numerous radiat- 
ing branches, and able to shift troops 
with great rapidity. The Austrians’ sup- 
ply system is: weak. There js:an almost 
total lack of lateral lines running: paral- 
lel to their battleline: by which materials 
‘may be distributed,: and but few direct 
Jines running’ into advanced bases. In 
a prolonged battle, therefore, the ad- 
Vantage lies with theNItalians. 

Just to what extent the Italian posi- 
tions have been damaged -by Austrian 
inroads is not. altogether apparent even 
at this time. In the mountains it is al- 
most certain. that the Austrians have 
been completely defeated in their effort 
to-break their way through to the plain 
of Northern Italy. Not until the Piave 
is teached have the Austrians made any 
certain advance. The first point of im- 
portance along the Piave is the Plateau 
af Montello. ‘This lies in a bend of the 
river; , which touches its base all along 
both the northern and eastern sides. If 
the Austrians can master this’ plateau 
completely, tho Italian lines along the 
ea.tern:vank ofthe Piave will be placed 
in serious danger. Montello juts up but 
of low country, and is the only high 
feature in the plain. It is really the key 
point to the Piave line. But there is no 
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indication that the Austrians have 
gained much more than a qpod foothold 
on it.

AMERICAN PATROLS 
CROSS THE MARNE 


Two Parties Go Over in Small 
Boats and-Clash with 
the Enemy. 


KILL SOME, TAKE OTHERS 


Machine Guns Later Disperse a 
German Force Agsembled on 
-the Rimer Bank. 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY IN 
FRANCE, June. 19, (By The, Associated 
Press.)—Two American patrols crossed 
the Marne east of, Chateau Thierry 
early this 
contact with the hostile forces, killed 
a considerable number. of the enemy, 
Land _brought -back prisoners. These 
were from. Landwehr. units, which. is 
taken ag an indication that no hostile 
attacks are intended at this point in 
the immediate future. 

Heavy clouds obscured the moon and 
a light drizzle had just begun to fall 
when the two parties of Americans em- 
barked in small boats and rowed across 
the rfver from two points of the wooded 
bank. They crossed without detection. 
One party entered the woodside held by 
the Germans and penetrated cautiously 
under the dripping trees for a few 
hundred -feet. 

A break in the clouds suddenly let 
the moonlight through, and the Amer- 
icans saw Germans nearby. The Amer- 
icans immediately opened fire from.a 
little rise -in -the,ground, and the Ger- 
mans threw ‘themsélves flat. Rifles 
cracked, and then the automatics got 
into action. Those of the enemy who 
remained alive were taken prisoners. 
Twelve enemy dead were counted before 
the patrol made its way back to the 
boats and rowed to fits own side of the 
river. 

The other patrol met another enemy 
party, apparently sentries,- going on 
guard. Several of: the Germans: were 
killed or wounded and one was taken 
prisoner. 3 

In connection with these exploits - it 
can be said that nota single German 
patrol has ever crossed to the American 
side of the Marne, 

Late this afternopn American ma- 
chine gunners discovered a hostile party 
in considerable numbers apparently 
making ready to attempt to cross the 
river. But after their guns were turned 
loose for a few minutes the enemy 
abandoned -whatever plans -he had. 

The American artillery east and west 
of. Chateau Thierry for several hours 
late last. night and this morning deluged 
the enemy with shells. The project ar 
burst along the roads and billets. 
enemy retaliated today with numerous 
long-range batteries, but all were in- 
effective. 

The Americans in the Woevre: sent 
their first gas against the German lines 
from projectors this mcrning.: A r- 
man Traid at Remiéres Wood was. re- 

pulsed. Some of the enemy were killed 
aad one prisoner was taken.

MEXICAN ALIENS TO ENTER. 


Secretary of Labor Issues Order to 
Admit Workmen. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 19.—To aid in 
meeting the present shortage in un- 
skilled labor, Secretary. of Labor Wilson 
has issued a departmental order tempo- 
rarily removing restrictions on the im- 
portation of Mexican labor to be used 
in’ certain specified occupations. 

The order goes into. effect. tomorrow, 
and provides that during the present 
emergency Mexicans entering the United 
States to engage in agricultural pur- 
suits, in railroad section maintenance, 
and in lignite coal mining will be ex- 
empt from the head tax, literacy test, 
and contract labor provision imposed by 
previous rulings. 

This step supplements the order by 
which the Department of Labor, through 
United States Employment Service and 
the Bureau of Immigration, has ar- 
ranged to bring Porto Rican laborers to 
this country for work on Government 
contracts. It is estimated that 75,000 
islanders can be brought in when trans- 
portation is available. 

As additional insurance that an alien 
admitted under the new regulations will 
leave the country at the end of the war

Call ‘for 10,000,000 Rubles. 

‘*Under the decree of the Soviet of 
Workmen Without Work, the Bolshe- 
viki one day issued-a decree that the 
rich of the city should turn over to the 
Bolsheviki 10,000,000 rubles forthwith. 
The Mayor advocated ‘that the 10,000,- 
000 rubles be utilized for inaugurat- 
ing pudlic works which would give em- 
ployment to the great army of unem- 
ployed. but the Soviet of Workmen 
Without Work considered his sugges- 
tien counter-revolutionary. On Jan. 20 
Colonel Murajev, the Bolshevist leader, 
came to Odessa on the pretext of clean- 
ing up. the Rumanian plutocrats. He 
ordered that all the bourgeoisie assem- 
ble in front of the City Hall at 3 P. M. 
They assembled, but the Mayo} was: not 
with them, whereupon Colonel Murajev 
demanded why the Mayor was not there

‘The Bolsheviki issued a decree that 
the bourgeosie must pay 40,000, 
rubles for no reason but that they 'be- 
lieved that sum existed in the city at 
the time. They seized ninety-six of the 
richest men in the city and imprisoned 
them until they paid over most every- 
thing they had. 

‘“‘One day they seized all the army 
and naval officers they could find and 
took them down to the waterfront, 
where they drowned them one after 
another. They took. General Tomash- 
gevitz, President of the League of 
House Owners in Odessa, hurled him 
into a furnace of a battleship and 
burned him alive. Among the men they 
drowned was a Dr. Suckalov. The phy- 
sician’s wife hired a diver to rescue her 
husband’s body. The diver descerided, 
andthe drowned~men, he said, below 
drove him mad. 

“ The people. had no protection inst 
these outrages. On being attacked you 
might call to your assistance some gen- 
darmes, only to find that the gendarmes 
had also become Red Guards and were 
out to rob you.’ 


Hopes for Intervention. 


“Russia needs help,’’ declared Mr. 
Gest. ‘‘ The Russian people are crying 
for help. The Bolsheviki, at the most, 
represent only 10 per cent. of the total 
population. But that 10 per cent. is 
armed. The other 90 per cent. is un- 
armed. The result is chaos and rob- 
bery. I am an ardent believer in allied

Russia be saved from the beasts who 
are now devouring her. The Russian 
people, once given & rire about which 
to rally and means of protection. would 
rise and crush malshev ies without dif- 
ficulty, because it thrives on robbery 
and has no moral principles whatever 
behind it.’ 

Siberia, Mr. Gest said, was the most 
available starting point tor a movement 
against Bolshevism, because in_ Si- 
beria were to. be found at present a 
strong organization of that Government 
which Siberia established independent 
of Russia before Kerensky fell. That 
organization has been strengthened by 
an influx from Russia of able .men 
whom the Bolsheviki have driven from 
Russia. Among. the leaders of this 
organization are Admiral Kolchak, Gen- 
eral Putiloff, and Minister of Trades 
and Industries Konavaloff, who has 
just come to America. 

“There is even the foundation of an 
army which the allies could use Bad 
the purposes of intervention,” said M 
Gest. That force ‘consists. in the 
100,000 Czechoslav troops, experienced 
fighters, and devoted to the allied cause. 
The Bolsheviki pave disarmed many of 
them because théy feared the Czecho- 
slavs were intent upon joining General 
Semenoff. Thousands of them have 
already reached Vladivostok, which is 
their general point of destination, where 
they would be easily accessible to the 
allied expeditionary force, if that force 
were put into action quickly enough.”’ 

Before leaving Vladivostok, Mr. Gest 
said, he heard from cood authority that 
former Premier Alexander Kerensky 
was in China.”and was at that time in- 
tending to make his way to America. 

‘Many.of Russia’s really great men 
are now in Siberia. They are waiting 
for the end of the nightmare. Russia 
looks now to the United States for the 
help that could restore her again to 
her place in the great family of allied 
nations.”’

POLES ON THE WEST FRONT. 


First Regimens of the New Legion| 
Now Fights in Allied Trenches. 


PARIS, June 18.—Fighting wnder the 
national flag of. Poland, the first Polish 
regiment of the first. Polisit fivision 
entered the front-line trenches ‘opposite 
the Germans today. 

Within the sound of the roar of can- 
non and in the presence of civil and 
military’ authorities, the regiment re- 
ceiyed its battle flag and entered the 
war on the.side of the Allies. 

“It is a reply to Germany’s conten- 
tion that the Polish question is settled,” 
said General Archinard, chief of the}. 
Polish ‘Military Mission to France. 

Poles who have escaped from Ger- 
many and Poland or who have succeed- 
ed in leaving America and other coun- 
triés form the bulk of the Polish legion} 
which -may hed its blood tomorrow 
against German autocracy in the de- 
fensé df: Uberty and the autonomy of 
Poland. 

Among those present at the simple 
military ceremony: were R. V. Dmoski, 
representative of Poland accredited to 
the Allie? ~Governments; Major Cool- 
idge, representing the United States; 
General Merrone, -Italy;--General Gour- 
aud, France; Captain Gellgood, Great 
Britain, and General Archinard, who 
will command the Polish forces. 

Amid an impressive silence the chap- 
lain of the regiment, facing the troops 
and raising both hands above his head, 
gave them this oath: 

‘I swear before God, before the Holy 
Trinity, that in allegiance to my coun- 
try 1 am ready to give up my life to 
the last drop of blood in the service 
of the holy. cause of Poland, to obey 
my chiefs and to remain true to Poland, 
one and indivisible." 

The ¢ Polish soldiers. and officers 
cheered as they repeated the oath. 

General Gouraud then confided the 
Polish flag to the safekeeping of the 
legion as a Polish military band played 
the Polish national anthem. 





WITH THE FRENCH ARMY, June 
18,° (Associated Press.)—In connection 
with the presentation today of the 
Polish flag. to the first Polish. regjmerit 
cf the initial Polish division, it may be 
noted that Polish troops under officers 
of their own aationality have been for 
some little time in the line in one of the 
interesting sectors of the front. They 
have done exceedingly well in the work 
they have so far had to do, carrying 
out raids and bringing down a German 
airplane in the first few days of their 
eccupation of the position. Other units 
are undergoing training back of the 
line. 

R. V. Dmoski, former leader of the 
Polish: Nationalist Party in the Russian 
Duma, and now a representative of 
Poland accredited to the Allied Goyern- 
ments, who was present at the flag 
presentation ceremony, told the corre- 
gspondent that the Poles who had been 
rent from the United States to France 
for work behind the lines were clamor- 
ing to become combatants. He said 
that American military training could 
not well be given them because most of 
them did not understand English, but if 
they were turned over to the Poiish 
National Army, where only ‘Rolish was 
spoken, their training would take but 
a few weeks. The men, he added, had 
the making of excellent soldiers.

Chairman of Service ' paard Be- 
‘speaks Continued Felicity. 


Oscar & Straus,» Chairman’ of the 
Public Service Commissign,: sent a re- 
ply yesterday to the letter of, congratu- 
lation which he received: from.

ken he must, as an American, stand 
by hid country. 

Mrs. Magdalena Nordstrum of Beth- 
lehem, Penn., where Stangeland and 
Lindgren were employed by the Beth- 
lehem Stee) Corporation, testified that 
on May 25 last two men called at her 
home and that at the suggestion of one 
of them she asked Lindgren to take a 
short pergonal note to Mrs. Stangeland. 
The text of the note was not revealed 
at the hearing.

President of Packing Concern Testl- 
fles as to Difficulty In Méeting 
4 Navy Specifications. 


At the hearing regarding the sale of, 
alleged tainted meat to the Government 
by certain large meat packers, before 
Examiner Patterson of the Federal 
Trade Commission in the Woolworth 
Building yesterday, testimony was 
given by Captain Charles S.. Williams 
of the Paymasters’ Division of the 


Co. had delivered for navy use more, 
than a half million pounds of ham of 
which more than 400,000 pounds -had 
been rejected as unfit. 

Captain ‘Williams said -that of 539,662 
pounds of ham offered to the Govern- 
ment' to fill g contract of 300,000 pounds 
only 110,558 pounds were accepted, the 
remainder being rejected because it Was 
‘moldy, marrow sour, and meat sour.’” 
He testified also that a part of the ham 
which he had accepted-had later proved 
unedible, and 8,372 pounds which had 
beén placed gn board the United\States 
ship Kittery had been condemned by 
Inspectors and destroyed after the ves- 
sel had returned from a short voyage. 

Following the rejection of the hams 
offered by them to the navy, the Di- 
rectors of the company appealed for-a 
piece-by-piece. inspection of. the lot, 
after Thomas E. Wilson, President of 
the. firm, had it all. .shipped back. to 
Chicago. : 

**I thereupon sent: Paymaster Du Bois 
to Chicago to make the inspection,” the 
witness testified. “There were also. 
present representatives of the Depart« 
ment of Agriculture. As the result of 
the ‘reinspection Du Boig recomniended 
that a certain Srocrtes of the hams 
be. accepted. tween 13 and 14 
cent. were in such condition that they 
could ‘not be accepted, bone and mar- 
row sours having developed, and also 
rapat sours. f 

I disapproved of the report when it 
reached me, and recommended the re- 
jection of the entire lot. I was event- 

ually overruled by the Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy, who decided that the 
hams, after the piece-by-piece -inspec- 
tion, should be taken and used at the 
training stations instead of' on board 

. The laren, atation we had was 
the Great Lakes Training Station, and 
that was the logical place to send them.” 

Sent Ham to Training Station. 

**I at once took up. the. matter with 
the Supply Superintendent there and he 
informed me that he could use about 
10,000 pounds per week, whereupon L 
directed Wilson & Co. to discontinue 
packing hams_in barrels in salt and to 
send them in boxes to the Great Lakes 
station. - Similar action was taken with 
regard to Newport. The first deliveries 
ut each station were consumed, but vio- 
lent protest was made by the supply 
officer, based on a ‘" rt by the medical 
officers, and after e second delivery 
at Great Lakes ae further deliveries 
were accepted.”’ 

On cross-examination, H. Snowden 
Marshall, appearing for Wilson & Co., 
raised the question as to whether é 
moldiness of the bam was not due in a 
large measure to the paraffine wrapper 
in which the hams had to be inclosed, in 
accordance with the navy siecification. 
In support of this contention he of- 
fered in evidence a telegram addressed 


to, Wilson & Co. by the Inspector Gen- L 


éral of the Navy in August, 1917; which 
read, in part: ‘‘ Meat inspectors here 
are of the opinion that mold on hams 
after delivery is due to paraffine paper. 
Suggest that in place of paper cotton 
sack be used or burlap wrapping, as 
trouble occurs after meat leaves pack- 
ers.”’ 

Captain Williams admitted that the 
unsound condition of the hamg had be- 
come apparent only after they left the 
packers, but he insisted that paraffine 
paper was a suitable wrapping for hams 
and could not be the cause of deteriora- 

on. 

The defense called several witnesses to 
deny the ae charge«that the com- 
pany had knowingly sold or exposed for 
sale meat that was not fit for human 
consumption. Among these witnesses 
were Walter J. Reese of the Philadel-

Wilson Defends the Company. 


Thomas E. Wilson, President of Wil- 
son & Co., was the last witness. Asked 
by his attorney whether any member of 
his company or any agent acting on its 
behalf had ever knowingly delivered 
bad meat to the Government for army 
and navy use, Mr. Wilson said:

A GREAT DEFEAT FOR THE NON- 

PARTISAN LEAGUE. | 

In 1916 the Fatmers’ Non-Partisan 
League, jumped ‘suddenly to great 
ness in North Dakota. It‘elected the 
Governor and ail other State officers, 
except the Treasurer, 81 of 113 mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives, 
18 of 25 State Senators chosen that 
year, 3 Judges of the Supreme ‘Court. 
Its creator or ruling spirit was. Mr. 
A. C. TOWNLEY, not a farmer, natur- 
ally. The Jeague cried for. State ele- 
vators, flour mills, packing plants, 
and so’on, a rural credit bank run at 
cost, exemption of farm improve- 
ments from taxation. The league 
members of the Legislature. tried to 
change the Constitution by a statute 
and were not too conservative about 
the State’s credit,.the limit to which 
one of their philosophers would draw 
at “the sky-line.” 

Last. January. the league removed 

its -_headquarters to St. Paul,..and 
President TOWNLEY declared» that 
‘‘the. movement ‘has become: na- 
tional.” In Minnesota, South Dakota, 
Montana, Iowa, Nebraska, Michigan, 
“Wisconsin, and we know not in how 
many other States, the work of adding’ 
members to the league has’ been 
busily pursued. It invaded Kansas, 
where its welcome seems not to Have 
been altogether of the warmest, and 
New York, where the political result 
of its activities remains to be seen. 
' Mr. TOWNLEY was: originally a So- 
cialist, Many Socialists and extreme 
radicals have had a hand in the or- 
ganization of the league. For some 
reason or other its organizers and its 
orators have bh singular gift for being 
indicted for disloyal and seditious 
utterances. Mr. TOWNLEY, who is 
under indictment, selected. ag the 
league’s candidate for Governor in 
the Republican primaries at Minne- 
sota Mr. CHARLES A. LINDBERGH, 
who has, we believe, the misfortune 
of, being se indictment himself. 
Mr. LINDBERGH is the author of the 
little book “ Why Is Your Country 
at War?’ Our country. is: at war, 
according to him, because the: spec- 
ulators have forced us into war. It 
was the speculators that were behind 
preparedness. Congress did not dare 
to submit conscription to, the people. 
“We. should repeal the conscription 
“Jaw as soon as it can be done with 
- protection to those who have been 
“conscripted and sent abroad. “Peace 
“with universal victory and no 
“defeat is what we must get out of 
“this war; not as a logical result of

RADOSLAVOFF RESIGNS. 

Because he has failed to satisfy the 
popular demand for unlimited annexa- 
tions in all directions, VassiL1 Rapo- 
SLAVOFF has resigned as Prime Minis- 
ter of Bulgaria. It can hardly be said 
that RaDosLAVOFF was remiss; he de- 
manded the Morava Valley in North- 
eastern Serbia, all of Serbian Mace- 
donia, the Greék’ territories along the 
Aegean which ConsTANTINE permitted 
the Bulgarian armies to occupy, and 
the Dobrudja. But he was sitting in 
too big a game; Germany and Austria 
had plans of their own in which Bul- 
garia played a secondary part. 

The particular failures which ‘seem 
to have caused his resignation . were 
concessions to Bulgaria’s amiable ally, 
the Turk. As part of the price of.her 
entry into the war, Bulgaria received 
from Turkey in 1915 a strip of land in 
Thrace, which she has lately had to 
cede: back after prolonged negotiations. 
Bulgaria played the principal part in 
the conquest of the Dobrudja and 
“wanted it all; but ‘Turkey put™in a 
claim, based on the large Turkish pop- 
ulation in this district which Rumania 
had been forced to give up.. Here again 
there was long negotiation, which 
‘finally brought a complicated settle- 
ment: The southern part of the De- 
brudja.was ceded to Bulgaria; but the 
northern part, and this included the 
highly valuable railway line from Cer- 
navoda to Constantsa, was intrusted 
to a condominium of the four Central 
Powers, each controlling territory in 
proportion to-the number of ‘troops 
engaged in the Rumanian war. Ger- 
many received 40 per cent., Bulgaria 
35, Austria-Hungary 18, and Tur- 
key’7. ’

WESTERN UNION’S CASE. 

The President of the Western Union 
pleads that he has not refused to ac- 
cept the award of;the War Labor 
Board, for the reason that there has 
been no award, nor even any dispute 
between the company and its. em- 
ployés. There is no threat of a strike 
by the‘ company’s employés,’ all’ re- 
ports of that sort arising from the 
propaganda of a union seeking to use 
of the War Labor 
Board for the purpose of unlionizing 
the company against the wishes of 
the company’s employés and the pub- 
lic interests. There is no similar for- 
mal statement upon the part of the 
Commercial Telegraphers’ Union, but 
the Federation of Labor has teéle- 
graphéd to the President its protest 
against the policy of the Western 
Union in refusing to allow its workers 
to join the union of their preference. 

It is necessary to say that the com- 
pany’s statement puts a riew face on 
the matter. It confines itself to the 
specific conditions arising under a 
protocol outside of which neither side 
to the -controversy should wander. 
The merits of the closed. or union 
shop ought not now ‘to be raised: 
Capital and labor have agreed that the 
status before the war shall continue 
until peace returns. But the War 
Labor Board and the Federation alike 
raise a question difficult of decision 
in normal times, and improperly 
raised now. The adjustment of the 
relations between labor and capital is 
of such importance that it should be 
made by a direct decision, and not in- 
cidentally to questions. of another sort.

pointment. Also it would seem. that 
the qtalk of Government# seizure and 
epiration of the telegraph companies 
is too‘ heroic a remedy for a trouble as 
yet of-minor importance.

HOWARD L. COBURN DEAD. 


Civil Engineer Who Bullt 100 Big 
Dams In This and Other Countries. 


Howard L. Coburn, widely known as 
‘a civil engineer who had built more 
than 100 of the big dams in this and 
other countries, died yesterday in the 
Stern Sanitarium from pneumonia. Mr. 
Coburn was 52 years old and was born 
in Patten, Me. He was graduated from 
the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology in 1887, and up to his death had 
been associated in its development. 

Immediately after his graduation Mr. 
Coburn designed some of the largest 
cotton mills and power plants in New 
England, and until 1904 he devoted him- 
self to that phase of his profession. 
Coming, to this city, 
engineer and director of the Ambursen 
Construction Company,:6l1 Broadway, 
and in that capacity began tne build- 
ing of dams. _One of his most impor- 
tant works was the Cofistruction og the 
Guayabal Dam tor the United States 
Irrigation Service.in Porto Rico. 
also put the Bussano.Dam across the 
Bow River in Alberta for the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, and the Jordan River 
Dam on Vancouver Island, B. C. In 
this country he built the Shoshone and 
Laprelle‘Dams in Wyoming, the dam at 
Akron, Ohio, and the Pittsfield Dam, 
Pittsfield, Mass. In addition to this 
work he was associated as consulting 
engineer with Henry L. Doherty & Co., 
E. W. Clarke. & Co., and . Byl- 
lesby & Co.

One. man was killed and another was

Orenbach told the police that he ‘had 
shot Kustacher because he had insulted 
Orenbach’s mother, but Mrs. Orenbach 
and her son, Dr. David S. Orenbach, a 
dentist, said that they did not remember 
any insult. jseer said that the boy. had 
béen away from home for several days, 
and that for several months he had been 
reading radical books, as well as. pre- 
paring for college entrance examina- 
tions. Physicians from the pyschopathic 
ward of Kings County Hospital were 
called to the Brownsville Station last 
night to examine the prisoner. He is 
20 years old.
